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The Pre-Legislative Sessions 


The Georgia State Legislature is meet- 
ing, in unofficial sessions, in Atlanta to- 
day and tomorrow. 

At the request of Lt. Gov. Marvin 
Griffin and Speaker Fred Hand, the 259 
members of the House and Senate have 
come to hear outlined the administration’s 
proposed legislative program for the Jan- 
uary session. 

It is a good system. 

A numiber of States follow the bet- 
ter practice of holding split legislative 
sessions. Thus the lawmakers assemble 
for a brief period during which bills are 
introduced, return home for a month or 
two during which time they theoretically 
sound out their constituencies on pro- 
posed legislative changes and then reas- 
semble for the regular session, during 
which the bills are actually passed. 

Several times an effort has been made 
to adopt such a permanent procedure in 
Georgia, but always it has failed. How- 
ever, the need has been met at least in 
some degree by brief unofficial caucuses 
such as those being held here today and 
tomorrow. 

At these sessions the men who will 
make up the next General Assenibdty will 
learn firsthand what Herman Talmadge 
and his legislative leaders want done 
about: * 

1. The Minimum Foundation Program 
of greatly increased appropriations for 
education. 

2. The Sales Tax and/or other reve- 


nue-raising measures to supply the addi- 
tional $30,000,000 to finance the Minimum 
Foundation Program if the latter is 
adopted. y, 

3. A Constitutional Highway Board to 
take the State’s road program . out of 
politics. 

4. Home Rule to allow cities and coun- 
ties to govern themselves without putting 
taxpayers to the expense of State-wide 
referendums on purely local matters. 

5. Voter Qualification Laws to restrict 
the ballot to those intelligent enough to 
use it properly and without abuse. 

6. Extension of the Merit, or Civil 
Service, System throughout the State 
Government, eliminating the patronage 
system which has resulted in inefficient, 
extravagant operations. 

Nearly a mhonth remains before the 
Legislature convenes in January. 

This is adequate time for the legisla- 
tors to familiarize themselves with all the 
aspects of the various issues outlined 
above so'that they may vote intelligently 
upon them. 

It is also adequate time for the people 
of Georgia to let their legislators know 
whether they favor or oppose enactment 
of legislation dealing with these issues so 
that their votes will indeed be representa- 
tive ones. 

We trust both the legislators and the 


people will avail themselves of the oppor- 


tunity thus presented. Out of discussion 
and debate we can best arrive at the most 
logical solutions to our problems. 


The Disappearing Sharecropper 


No one shed a tear at the Southern 
Regional Council’s confirmation of the 
fact that the sharecropper is the latest 
vanishing American. 


For the sharecropper represented an 
economic burden, not only to society and 
the land, but to the property owner with 
whom he contracted as well. Sharecrop- 
pers, by and large, were a shiftless lot. 
And, considering the dearth of incentive, 
who could blame them? Sharecropping, 
save in rare instances, was the last refuge 
of incompetents and the soil utilized for 
the purpose was almost invariably of the 

,sorriest sort, too poor to be rented. 


The Apologists and the 


The apologists already are hard at 
work trying to convince the public that, 
since many of the top-secret papers stolen 
from State Department files 10 years ago 
no longer would damage this country if 
released, the furor being raised over Com- 
munist spies in the Government is much 
ado about nothing. 

That is about like saying that because 
aman murdered 10 years ago already is 
forgot, his widow remarried and his 
children grown, there is little use in bring- 
ing his murderer to justice at this late 
date. 

It does not matter whether or not a 
single one of the 200-odd papers stolen 
would now, 10 years after, have any ill 
effect upon the Government of the United 
States. 


That’s why it is reassuring to note that 
the Council’s survey in 13 Southeastern 
States shows that sharecropping has de- 
clined 54.1 percent among whites and 31.2 
among Negroes in the past 15 years. 

Farm tenancy,.of course, continues to 
exist. But usually on a land-rent basis. 
And even rental farming is diminishing 
almost as rapidly as sharecropping. The 
result is that 75 percent of the South’s 
farmers own their land. 

Real farm prosperity lies in farm own- 
ership by the man who lives thereon. We 
eagerly await the day when all our soil 
is in the care and keeping of the men 
who own it. 


Spy Hearings 


The fact remains that someone; and 
obviously someone in the confidence of 
high officials of the State Department, 
stole secrets for the benefit of an alien 
country now regarded as a potential en- 
emy. 

Those who are attempting to belittle 
the evidence that has been accumulated 
would justify their position by pointing 
to the way hearings have been conducted 
by the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities. Admittedly, this Committee’s 
procedure is not all that could be desired. 
But attacks upon the Committee do not 
lessen the fact that incontrovertible evi- 
dence of disloyalty in high places has 
been uncovered. It is this fact which dis- 
turbs the public, and it rightfully demands 
that the guilty be brought to justice.

Schuschnigg admits that appointment of Seyss-Inquart is highly 
dangerous, but states that he will make it in order to avert the 
‘worst.’

“Italian Minister claims that he was informed of Berchtesgaden 
meeting only on the eleventh and denied that Italy took any initia- 
tive in the matter.

Latter, however, is engaged in Winter sports and up to last night 
Ghigi had no information that his messages had reached the Duce. 
Italian Minister gives anxious impression. 

“Papal Nuncio admits that Seyss-Inquart may be good Catholic, 
but fears nevertheless that it is the beginning of the end.

Italy and Germany had 
Decisions divisions in Spain and their air forces -were training 
there in combat. The Russians had political advisers and military 
officers on the other side of the civil war.

Italy, never stable and bled out financially and morally by 
Ethiopia and Spain, had long been the protector of Austria. But 
Italy was in no condition to oppose any determined move and Hitler 
knew it. His government was later to use Italy’s weakness as a 
means to bring that Fascist-led country into its orbit and under its 
direction. When the Germans did march and Italy stood aside, 
Hitler was to send an almost hysterical message to Mussolini tell- 
ing him of his gratitude and saying he would never forget it. For 
the record, he did go to great lengths for Mussolini in the last days 
of Il Duce’s rule. But it would be folly to say it was altruistic. 
Hitler then desperately needed Mussolini to set up an Italian gov- 
ernment to counter the one which had gone over to the Allies. 


Austria I saw the Germans move in. I witnessed them flood 

across Austria. As long as I live I will never forget 
that flood of men and the rich, oriental heaviness of decoration 
and the constant din of propaganda. I watched the triumphant 
procession of Hitler, Goering d all the notables about Vienna, 
and came home months later pressed and fearful. There never 
was any substance to the succgssion of “give-ing” to Hitler. Each

F . d Arthur Seyss-Inquart was a friend of Schuschnigg’s. But 
rien he was a traitor of the blackest sort. Hitler demanded 

this villain named head of the police and security gendarmes.

The Scope of President Truman’s Victory 


WASHINGTON—Some of the diehards are still reluctant to give President Truman full credit 


for the stunning upset victory he won in November. 


Because he failed to poll an outright ma- 


jority of the total vote cast the statement is being made that he received no mandate from the 


American people. 


The Associated Press, in its final official tab- 


ulation of returns from the 48 States, confirms 
that President Truman fell short of winning a 
majority. Out of a total vote of 48,680,416, he 
received 24,104,836, or 49.5 percent. His plurality 
over Gov. Dewey was 2,135,336, with the Re 
publican candidate polling 45.1 percent of the 
total and the other candidates combined 5.4 
percent. 

Mr. Truman is thus the first President to be 
elected by a minority of the votes since Wood- 
row Wilson’s first election in 1912. 

But to say that, because of this, he has re- 
ceived no mandate from the American people 
is wo beg a and not give him due 
credit for the scope of his victory. If-he 
did not win an actual najority of the votes 
cast, it may be marked down to the fact that 
there was a three-way split in the ranks of 
his party. 


Except for this division in Democratic 
ranks, the President’s majority would 
. have been upwards of 4,500,000, or about 
1,000,000 more than the figure by which 
President Roosevelt defeated Gov. Dewey 
four years ago. Most of the votes polled 
by Henry Wallace and the Dixiecrat ticket 
would undoubtedly have gone to the 
President without the splintering move- 
ments which took place among his own 
party followers. 


The real yardstick of the mandate won by 
the President in the election is to be found not 
in the size of his popular vote or his majority 
in the electoral college, but in the outcome of 
the battle over congressional control. Mr. Tru- 
man made the record of the Republican Con- 
Gress the chief issue of the campaign. He con- 


tinually harped on the theme that the present 
Congress was the second worst in American 
history. He asked that it be thrown out: and 
replaced with Democrats who could be relied 
upon to go along with the Administration in 
its program. 

And what was the result of this phase of 
his election appeal, There was an amazing 
turnover of 80 members of the House, enoug 
to change a Democratic minority of about 5 
into a majority of approximately 90. 

The outcome in contests over Senate seats 
was about the same. In the upper branch the 
Democrats turned from a minority of 45 to a 
majority of 54 out of 96 members. Democrats 
gained nine seats from the Republicans without 
losing a single one of their own. Or to put it 
another way, out of the 32 vacancies that were 
filled in November the Democrats elected 23 to 
nine by the Republicans. 

When the'figures in the congressional con- 
tests are given their proper weight it is diffi- 
cult to see how anyone can argue the point 
that the President failed to receive a mandate. 
On the contrary, he seems to have been given 
the clearest kind of a mandate—one springing 
from undisputed control of both Houses of 
Congress. 

The situation might have been different if 
Mr. Truman had won only a bare margin of 
control in the two Houses, or with independents 
holding the balance of power. But he will have 
nothing of this kind to contend with. His ma-

And the American public, which accepts avia- 
tion today as it accepts the right to breathe, 
once again will own the treasured relic which 
Orville Wright, in a fit of pique, let the British 
have in 1928.

The speed of the “Kitty Hawk” and the in- 
credible strides that were to follow was planted 
in the fertile brains of the Wrights by accident. 


One night in 1878 their father, a Dayton, 
Ohio, businessman, returned home from work 
and held his hands out toward his sons, con- 
cealing from them another in what had been a 
long series of little gifts. 

The father released his hands and out flew 
a tiny helicopter which rose to the ceiling, sped 
forward, crashed against a wall and fluttered to 
the floor. 

The boys soon broke it, then set about build- 
ing others. Their first lesson in aeronautics came 
when they learned that to lift one twice as heavy 
as their first one, they needed eight times as 
much power. 

They began studying the early primers of avi- 
ation, theoretical treatises by Prof. Samuel P. 
Langley and Sir Hiram Maxim. 


By 1900 they had saved enough from their | 


bicycle business to construct a glider and a 


bi-plane kite large enough to sustain the weight | 


of. a man. : 
These they took to the windy sands of Kitty 
Hawk, N. C., and there developed that which 
made aviation possible—the “warping,” as they 
called it, of the tips of wing surfaces to control 
flight and direction. These are today’s ailerons. 


The great day came Dec. 17, 1903, in a 
bitter wind. There were only eight other 
witnesses, most of them Coast Guardsmen 
from a station a mile away. The brothers 
flipped a coin to decide history’s first heavier- 
than-air pilot and Orville won. 


They started their 842-horsepower home-made 
engifie and the two eight-foot chain-driven props. 
The “Kitty Hawk” wobbled down its track, picked 
up speed and took off. 

The plane flew for 12 seconds, reaching a 
maximum height of two feet. A Coast Guards- 
man named J. P. Daniels snapped what has since 
become one of the world’s greatest news photos. 

Three other flights were made that day. Each 
was longer than the previous, and the final one, 
with Wilbur at the controls, saw the plane stay 
up 59 seconds and cover 852 feet of sand in a 
20-mile wind. 

The Wrights and their excited friends were 
in the act of discussing the wonders they had 
beheld when a great gust of wind picked up the 
“Kitty Hawk” and, despite their efforts to an- 
chor it, turned it over and over and smashed it. 
But most of it was salvaged and boxed for the 
return home to Dayton. 

That evening Orville, who was to live to see 
(and condemn) airplanes wiping out entire cities 
and killing countless noncombatants, let the first 
person of the outside world know about one of 
history’s most significant deeds. He sent this 
wire to hig sister, Katherine: 

“Flight successful. Don’t tel anybody any- 
thing. Home for Christmas. Orville.”

The old ladies at Battle Hill Haven are not really lonely. 
Those who have the strength get up and sit beside their beds, fingering the letters they have re- 


ceived in the last years, or poking thin fingers into the pots of violets they have brought to the Haven 


as remnants of their own homes. 


They talk of their ailments, and the weather, and the sunshine, 
and they speak of their grandchildren and the last times they saw 
the boys that went away to war. 

Those who can still read, busy themselves with their Bibles. 
To them, Battle Hill is a port of embarkation, and they. are con- 
stafitly preparing for their last journey. 

“If the Lord should call me,” they will tell you with the inno- 
cence of a child, “I will try to be ready.” 

The old men are sadder. 

There is a look of self-reproach about them, an apology for 
growing old and impotent and poor. They do not chatter in the 
ways of the stronger women, nor speak of their colds and their 
crippling rheumatism in the manner of the failing ones.

They don’t like to be reminded 
that they are gathered together, waiting. . 

None of the 140 elder-agers who live on inadequate pension 
checks at Battle Haven know that the stove in their kitchen falls 
to pieces almost every time a meal is prepared, and that several 
cooks have burned their fingers painfully struggling with the 
“stove.” 

They aren’t reminded that their mattresse’, growing lumpy and 
sodden, are not replaceable, nor that there are as many more poor 
old men and women needing nursing care waiting to enter Battle 
Hill when they can finally open the remaining unused wing. 

Laurence Hamilton, Director, and Mary Gill Smith, Assistant 
Director and Superintendent of Nurses, worry about the cost of 
things and the wear and tear, but even they don’t have much time 
to brood about it. ao 

And this is the season when there are more visitors than usual 
at Battle Hill. The Christmas spirit moves many, and suddenly 
hardly a day passes that bright-voiced children are not brought in 
to visit Granny or sing a little song or speak a piece, and there

Grain, Cotton 
Stockpile Urged 


WASHINGTON — (4) — Govern- 
ment stockpiling of grain and cot- 
‘ton for both defense and price 
stabilizing purposes won powerful 
bipartisan support in Congress 
yesterday. 

Rep. Vinson, Democrat, Georgia, 
who in January becomes Chair- 
man of the House Armed Services 
Committee, told a reporter: 


“Food and clothing are as im- 
portant as bullets. 


“Wheat, cotton and corn should 
be bought and stored by the Gov 
ernment on the same basis as the 
presen? program for stockpiling 
strategic metals and rubber. 
Enouga should be kept on hand to 
meet any emergency.” 

Rep. Hope, Republican, Kansas, 
retiring Chairman. of the House 
Agriculture Committee, already 
has thrown his support behind the 
proposal. 

Both Vinson and Hope said the 
Government should buy the food 
and fiber and remove them en- 
tirely from the market, so that 
farm prices would not be de. 
pressed. Such stockpiling could 
not be regarded as crop surpluses, 
they said.
